rtfrain from giving admonition cr ad- 
7io* to th«ir r«pra3entatiTes. 


This bus bo«n the g«neral rul«, y«t 


when ths re hare bu«n exceptions th« 
Legislators have . quickly responded. 
Washoe county is un apt illustration of 
this. Whenever the people of \Vasho* 
want anything they tell their represent- 
ativss in the Legislature about it, and 
then back them up hy facts, figures, pe- 
titions and argumenta. The other mem- 
bers of the Legislature urn quite natur- 
ally affeuted by such united action, aud 
whatever Wuahoo wauls goes through 
•with a boom. 


Any other county iu tho State could 


do as well, and what may ba accomplish- 
ed for a couuty may ba dono with great- 
er ease aud facility for the State — that 
is, provided tha people of the State tales 
su3icir>ut iutorast in anyone subject to 
pr«ns its attention upon the law-muking 


Dwriug the coming session of fiu leg- 


islature the most important qut s'lun to 
be considei#d will be that of i eu'uniiiii;; 
the dc'serl l.iajs aud providing a -j».l« u 
of irrigJiliou for the Stntr, v.liu.U ii m i- 
of tbe subjects included in yum u»t. 
I'ha scope of this matter is so {jr«-ut that 
it it) not reasonable for anyon* to «spsot 
a solution of the problem by the Legi»- 
lai.urs unless they call to their aid the 
services of tho leading surveyors aud 
engineers, as well us tba practical irri- 
gatoi'B o( the State. It is for th« pur- 
pose of giving prominence to this partic- 
•ahir point that this communication is 
wrutau. Upon toy oyn part, no claim 
of ai knowledge of the subject under dis- 
cuiviou is made, but I do profess to Lava 
an 
earuebt 
desire 
for 
inforrnatiou. 


There aro men in the State who are able 
to giva this information. 
It is their 


duty to do so. The considerations of 
Stata pride and nn interest in the gen- 
eral welfare should bb suffieientincentive 
to bring out a response to this appeal. 


Suggestions from all classes of persons 


would be accepted, and might be «iu- 
boclied in letters, or could be formulated 
iu bills. These may be addressed to the 
Governor of the State, to be retained 
autil tha meeting of the Legislature, 
and by him transmitted to that body for 
consideration. 


A ripacial committee, partaking of tha 


character of a Commis^iou, should ba 
.formed for the purpose of making a full 
investigation of this 
subject. 
This 


Commission might be composed pnitly 
of members and partly of citizens inter- 
ested in the umiter. This Commishion 
could then properly secure tne attend- 
ance *f the most thoroughly informed 
men of tho State, aad by discussion 
•would possible urrivo at conclusions 
that would be satisfactory to the Legis- 
lature, and would prov« benetiei.il to tba 
State at lurg?. Thera is no dmaioa of 
sentiment upon the urgent necessity of 
action in this great matter, and.it ateas- 
ible plan for tbe handling of this ques- 
tion can be duvised by the coming Leg- 
islature, the time would be well upact, 
even though not another measure should 
be considered.

The 
rails are being taken »p from the Ophir 
to the faou of the main north drift. Six- 
teen men are now employed in this 
wo"k and they will have u double tract 
built from the kmuu titnucl to the Sav- 
age mine, a distance of about 1,000 fact, 
in less than ten days from tha tuao 
work was commenced. 
Tha 
tunnel 


strikes the Savage at a depth of 1,030 
feet and nt this point there is rock in 
the coins that will assay on an ave>-ngn of 
from $30 to $40 per ton, with somei as- 
says going into tho thousands. It is im- 
dorstood that tha Tunnel Company ia to 
receive 25 cents per ton per miU for tha 
transportation of this ore through the 
tannel to its mouth; also that the rock 
will at present be worked at the Rock 
Point mill. The proposition of taking 
out ore from the Comstock mines is not 
a new one, ss it has beon thought of 
many times before, but for Boma r.«,,sou 
it has never beau clone. 
Now that a 


start has been made other minis besides 
tho Savagu will probably do ths same 
thing in tho near future. It will not 
only be of advantage to work low grada 
ores on the Carson river by bringing 
them througWthe tuu'uc), but much can 
be saved iu expenses. Our information 
in regard to this matter comow from 
what we consider pretty good authority, 
and we bclieva that the time is coming 
when the Carson liver will be again 
lined with mills at work ou Comstoek 
rock, aud that Sutro instead of being a 
lialf-dfad camp will expurienos a buui- 
cess revival almost equal to that of the 
time when tho greal, work of building 
the tuiioel was ciu rmd on.

other property.
